1 never yet heard of 
any fuch infallible Quacks in Hiftory, who pretended to 
write nothing but truth, beyond the pofsdility of a mif- 
take. I know there are many in Divinity and Phyfic, 
who pretend to remove the difeafes of the foul and of the 
body, by infallible Pardo#s and Pi/ls, to the almoft in- 
fallible deftruction of both. 

I have here only enlarged my explanation given before, 
which was very plain and clear; and yet thou telleft me, 
* Your Prevavication therein has only rendered the Con- 
* tradi€tion more palpable; this you might have been a- 
‘ ble to difcern, had not your boalted Light within been 
* very mach darkned.’ I fhall leave the Reader to judge, 
on which fide the Prevarication and Contradi@ion lies ;

But as neither thou, thy brother, nor any of his Confe- 
derates, have been yet able toprove the fa//buod of one 
fingle Cafe ; and while thou artamufing the Publick with 
impertinent cavils and difputes about a few trivial cir- 
cumftances .accidentally mentioned in my Book ; many 
mercenary Emiffaries are fent about from Gne end of the

‘ long wifhed for 3’ commenced two chargeable Profecuti- 
onsin two Courts in Weitminiter-hall againft the Publifher 
of the Grub frreet Fourna/, on the account of a true Re- 
lation of their bad Effeéts in XII Casgs, tho’ the Authors 
without any gratuity had inferted fome inftances of their 
good Effects, and had publifhed his dz/wer to thofe very 
Cafes, and received thanks from two of his Agents for 
their impartiality in inferting it. And about the fame 
time, anothér Profecution was carried on againtt the fame 
Publither; by one of his Evidences. The confcioufnefs 
of {uch inconfiftent conduét might juftly caufe him to ima-

The Point to be proved is, that in the evening of No- 
vember 27th, 1734. when thou didft meet me in J, © 
Smith's lodgings at the Two blue Pofts in Holborn, thou 
didft not leave thy Brother in a coach below.

It 
is true indeed, that in anfwer to thy fuggeftion, that it 
would puzzle me much to find the Perfon who gaveme the 
information about thy Brother’s being in a coach, I nam- 
ed m neighbour Mason. But I never ufed the invidious 
appe lation Laformer, which thou haft induftrioufly given 
him twice in the compafs of three lines. He is a perfon 
of integrity, of skill, and reputation in his bufinefs, ta 
which he was regularly bred: but becaufe he {corns to be 
one of thy Evidences, thou calle him m Informer, and 
endeavoureft to blacken his charaéter. For thou fpeakeft 
out plainly, © If he gave you leave to make ufe of his 
‘ name, I fhall, without ceremony, declare him to be 
* fuch another as yourfelf.”, And to fhew me what I am, 
thou direéteit me to J/aiah xlviii. 4 where thou fayeft I 
~— find *, gpa neve to a bair’s breadth. Which de- 
ineation of me, and confequently of /uch another . 
felf J find to be thus, Chia are p Koll and A pak ag 
an iron finew, and thy brow brafs. Thou knows 
eft, Friend Wititam, that Scripture may be varioully 
interpreted and applied. The mention of iron and éra/t 
made me think, that this place might be more properly 
applied to fome Projeftors of iron works, and other bub« 
bles, who payed the golden expeétations of their cullies 
only with the ér4/s of their own countenances; and who 
now riding as it were in ftate, with a ftiff and haughty neck 
of Iron, and a brow of bra/s, can, without blufhing, be- 
hold the miferable martyrs of their fallacious Proj 
trudging through the ftreets in dirt and rags.
